Third—Exercise. The hens, to lay, 
must be provided with opportunity for 
exercise, the kind that hens usually 
indulge in, namely, scratching. 
This 
not only keeps them warm, but helps 
them, in laying eggs. There should be 
plenty of 
litter in the 
hen-house, 
leaves or straw, or whatever is cheap- 
est and easily available, to the depth 
of six inches. It is good practice to 
gather leaves in the fall and store 
them for use in the hen-house during 
the winter. Enough should be secured 
so that they may be changed often 
enough to keep them clean. The 
whole grain should be fed in the litter 
and covered with it. The hens will 
then be obliged to work for their liv- 
ing, and working for a living agrees 
with hens just as it does with folks. 
They enjoy it, too. 
Fourth—Food. One of the first es- 
sentials under food, is variety. A hen 
in summer, left to pick up its own 
food, secures variety. We shut it out 
of the garden because it likes green 
food so well that It makes havoc with 
lettuce, beet tops, cabbage, etc. It 
also chases bugs and picks up a lot of 
worms, and gets seeds and grains in 
abundance. 
This gives us a clue to 
what the hens should have In winter, 
namely, green food, grain, and animal 
food. 
Green- food is not so easy to 
provide in winter.'but one who wishes 
winter eggs should lay in a supply of 
beets, or cabbage, or some succulent 
food for the hens which he expects 
will furnish 
the 
eggs. Stock beets 
are about the most convenient form 
in which to provide succulent green 
food. Slit the beets in two and stick 
one on 
a 
'brail within convenien 
reach of the hens and see how mud 
this food is appreciated. 
Potato anc 
vegetable peelings from the house 
may be utilized, but this year ever 
with the high price of eggs, it isn' 
good economy to peel potatoes to give 
the peelings to the hens. Better boi 
the potatoes with the skins on. Grain 
may be fed, ground and whole. It is 
an excellent practice to keep a dry 
mash before the hens, in a hopper, so 
constructed that the mash may be 
available at all times, and let the 
fowls go to it whenever they wish 
Such a mash may consist of the fol- 
owing: Bran, 2 parts Cby weight); 
middlings, 1 part; cornmeal. 1 part; 
meat scraps, 1 part; oilmeal, one-hall 
part. In addition to this whole grain 
should be fed in the litter. Tie writer 
feeds the whole grain both morning 
and night, about one Quart to twenty- 
five hens each time. 
Some prefer to 
feed but once, and that at night. In 
this case the two quarts should be fed 
at once. In addition to food there 
should be provided plenty of grit and 
oyster shell to take the place of the 
stones and mineral matter which the 
hens pick up when at free range dur- 
ing the summer. If one has skimmed 
milk in plenty, he can get no better 
returns for it than by letting- the hens 
have it; a quart a day for twenty-five 
chickens should tie sufficient. To start 
them laying now it would be well to 
feed fresh cut green bone about three 
times a week at the rate of about one 
ounce per hen. Care should be taken 
that the hens do not get too much of 
this feed. If the droppings are soft 
too much is being fed. 
"Fifth—Water. 
Laying hens should 
have an abundance of water, which 
should be fresh and clean. 
During 
cold, weather, such as we have -been 
having of late, care must be taken 
that the water does not freeze during 
the day. 
Sixth—Attention to details. Many 
people fail with hens because they do 
not pay attention to details. The cur- 
tains in front of the roosting place 
should be let down on cold 
nights. 
The curtains of the windows should 
be up during the day to let in the 
sunlight. When snow or rain is driv- 
ing in the direction of this 
open 
space they should be down.

BLIND CHILDREN | 


"Parents of ' blind children 
take 
every possible effort to hide them in ! 
order to keep their defctive 
offspring 


at home." 
• 
This is the statement of Supt. J. T. 
Hoorer, superintendent of the school 
for blind, who was in Madison recently 
in connection with state work. Mr. 
Hooper declared that parents seem lo 
fear fhat their blind children will not 
be p»perly cared lor in the 
state 


schoC'" and go so far as to hide them 
from the census taker so that the au- 
thorities will not find out where they 
are* 
Only Visit Needed. 
"We have found that this is almost 
always the case, except where the par- 
ents have visited the blind school and 
seen the work we are doing 
there, 
said Mr. Hooper. "Wheny they find 
the children making as rapid progress 
in school as they do in the pubh^l 
schools learnins /practical 
vocations, 
and receiving the best of care 
from 
people who are in deepest sympathy 
and understanding with them, there is 
litle trouble experienced. If we coul-d 
only get all the parents of blind chil-, 
dren to visit the school, our difficul- 
ties would be solved." 
There are now 135 patients, and stu- 
dents at the school for blind at Janes- 
ville. This is less than 50 per cent of 
the total number of blind cbjldren in 
the -state.

Cholera germs are carried just the same as smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 


fever, or any other contagious disease germs. People, animals and birds, any- 
thiog that walks on the ground and-conies from a farm where the hogs have 
cholera, may bring cholera to your herd. 


Precautions—If cholera is in your neighborhood, use the same precau- 


tions to keep from getting it on your farm as you would use if there were an 
epidemic of smallpox or scarlet fever. 


If your neighbor's hogs have cholera, don't go to look at them. 
Don't 


let your neighbor come on your place. He may carry cholera germs on hts 
shoes. Keep the hog buyer and all visitors ajvay from the hog lot. 


. If some of your hogs are sick, and you suspect that they have cholera, get 


busy. 
| 
Cholera causes fever, generally accompanied either by constipation of 


the bowels OP by diarrhea. The hogs arc "off feed," the odor of the urine 
is offensive, there is generally a discharge from the eyes, and, when they 
stand, there is a disposition to get their feet together, thus humping the back. 


But a hog mny have cholera several days before any of these symptoms 


is pronounced; then, too, these symptoms, or most of them, may accompany 
a bad case of worms, or inflammation of the lungs, or some other disease. 


Don't Lose Any Time. 


Determine at once whether or not a sick hog has the cholera. 
Get 


veterinarian, kill the hog, and examine the_ intestines, kidneys, glands, and 
other organs. 
. 
" 


If it is cholera, act quickly. Send at once for. tlie vaccine. Do not take 


time to write for it. Have your veterinarian or your .banker wire to your 
State Agricultural College. 


Do not attempt to vaccinate the hogs yourself. 
Keep the vaccine cool, and use It just as soon as possible after It comes. 


The vaccine loses Its 


effectiveness rapidly if al- 
lowed to stand where it is 
warm. 


Do not vaccinate un- 


til your first hog is taken 
with cholera, or until chol- 
era is so close to you that 
you are certain your hogs 
will get it. 


The Serum Treatment. 


Ordinarily, you should 


racclnnte with serum only 


Serum contains no l!v 


cholera germs, but has in 
It certain elements thn 
combat cholera germs.

At the end of this time your hogs must be vaccinated again, if there Is stii: 
danger of their being exposed to cholera. 


Vaccinating with serum only ia called the "Serum Treatment" cr "Single 


Treatment." In practically all cases, this is the only method that should be 
used. 


Simultaneou* er Double Treatment. 


In rare cases, it may seem advisable to vaccJnate with virus at the same 


time yon vaccinate with serum. 


Virus is taken from the blood of a hog while he ia sick with cholera; 


therefore it is full of live cholera germs. 


The object of vising virus is to give the hogs cholera. The serum given 


at the same time fights and checks the cholera germs which the virus con- 
tains. 


When they recover, they are immune from cholera; that is, they will not 


have cholera again, no matter how many times they may be exposed to it. 


Kemember, that when you use virus yon are bringing hog cholera germs 


on your place. Don't use it under any circumstances, unless cholera is al- 
ready on your farm. 


Even this should not be done unless cholera Is elsewhere in the vicinity. 


'Be fair t'o your neighbors, if you use virus on your farm, you are bringing 
cholera into your neighborhood. It may get to your neighbor's hogs. Tou 
have no right to jiaake them run this risk. 


Many of the hest authorities think virus should never he used, and somo 


states and some countries absolutely prohibit the nse of It. 


Burn All Hoga That Die of Cholera. 


Burn all hogs that die of cholera and do it at once. 
To burn a hog, dig a trench, put the fuel in the bottom cf It and place 


the hog on poles across tlie top. 


- After cholera has been in your herd, dip all of the hogs and thoroughly 


disinfect the premises. 


For disinfecting, a whitewash of lime and carbolic acid, or any of the 


commercial disinfectant spraying mixtures, can be used. 
\ 


If Cholera is on your farm, post a sign, "Hog Cholera Here." This is only 


fair to your neighbors. 


Use all precautions to keep cholera from your hogs. 
If cholera gets In your herd,/ save your hoes by vaccinating them at 


once. Don't sit down and wait.

COAL TEAMSTERS BACK 
AT WORK IN CHICAGO 


[SPECIAL TO 1U* GAZETTE.] 


Chicago, II., Jan. >22.-^Many of the 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 22.—A central 
Purchasing Agency to handle all the 
purchasing to be done by the state 
will be proposed in a bill to be offered 
in the senate gome time this week by 
Senator George B. Skogmo of River 


i Falls. 
This bill would effect four 
purchasing departments at the pres- 
ent 
time—The 
University, 
Normal 
Schools, State Penal and Charitable 
Institutions, and the State Capitol. 
"It is my idea that if one agency 
of the state could do all of the pur- 
chasing, it would be a great saving to 
jthe state,'said Senator Skogmo today. 
'"At the present time the University 
purchasea its supplies independently: 
the same is true of 
the 
Board of 
Control, Normal Regents, 
and 
the 
Capitol. If it would be possible, as I 
provide in my bill, to have all of the 
purchasing done through one depart- 
ment, material could be bought m 
such large quantities and then re- 
quisitioned 
by the 
different 
insti- 
tutions at a price much lower than 
the state now gets by permitting four 
independent agencies 
to 
make pur- 
chases in smaller amounts. Such an 
aeennv would be able 
to 
get 
the 
benefit of the cash discounts on goods, 
which in time I believe would be suf- 
ficient to pay for the expense of the 
department alone." 
Senator Skogmo will also introduce 
a suffrage bill at this session of the 
legislature. Whether it will be a bill 
providing for the presidential vote or 
a referendum bill to give the women 
of Wisconsin full suffrage on all mat- 
ters, ia yet to be determined. 
"One thing is certain," said Senator 
Skogmo, "The suffrage issue in Wis- 
consin has become one of such signi- 
ficance that it cannot be ignored.

must be met. Since it was defeated 
four years ago, the sentiment for it 
has been increased
